The IR,ep>ort of* th.e President 

With the issue of this our second annual, we take this opportunity to greet all our members with 
the hope of a good curling season. It is pleasant to see several new rinks starting, many rinks obtaining 
artificial ice and the opening of twenty-four more sheets of ice to make a total of forty-eight at the Big 
Four. Of course with the increase in the number of sheets of ice, there has been a rapidly increasing 
number of curlers, and that creates its problems. Curling is not only a game of skill, but a way of play¬ 
ing the “game.” There are not sufficient members of the old guard to teach the mechanics of curling, let 
alone its art. 

The increase in numbers has been so rapid, that I wonder if they have a chance to learn what the 
game of curling really is. It is not just a matter of being very proficient in throwing a stone, sweeping 
a broom or setting up a house. These are only the mechanical parts of curling and proficiency in the above 
does not necessarily make one a “curler.” Winning is very important but should not be sought to the 
exclusion of good fellowship, sportsmanship and friendship. A good loser is a much nicer person and 
better curler than the arrogant (and often poor) winner; to compliment your opponent on a good shot, 
(though it be the shot that beat you), and shake his hand at the end of the game thanking him for a 
good game is all a part of curling. 

The word Professional is now being heard in reference to curling. A few years ago the West re¬ 
jected unanimously a bid by the East to classify Professionalism in curling, hut today another good look 
has to be taken at this aspect of curling. We all enjoy Bonspiels, and would like to see bigger and better 
prizes, even straight money spiels. Even the Car Spiels, though they worried us, did not make us consider 
Professionalism in curling. An attempt should be made to curtail this trend to more and bigger monev 
spiels, better prizes and exhibition games. Action should be taken to keep curling the “Amateur” sport 
it is. How to control this trend without bringing in Professionalism into curling will be difficult.

The Need for Affiliation 

The large family that is curling today can best be likened to a giant pyramid. The broad base is 
the hundreds of thousands of curlers who play the game. And, like most pyramids, a solid base is 
the most important. 

From there the game narrows to a peak which is the Royal Caledonian Curling Club of Scotland, 
the mother club for curling throughout the world. When a club affiliates, as almost all have within 
the confines of the Alberta branch, RCCC, it becomes eligible for the many benefits extended those 
who are a member of this sprawling family. 

Branch bonspiels, zone playdowns, the Canadian championships — they all are within reach of 
the curlers who belong to affiliated clubs. Then, too, many district clubs have members on the executive 
of the branch and thus participate directly in the administration of this particular curling democracy. 


The Work of the Branch 

No matter what the length of the curling season, the work of the Alberta branch, Royal Caledon¬ 
ian Curling Club, goes on almost year-round. The branch’s biggest show, run for its member curlers, 
is the annual bonspiel. It’s one of the largest in the west and now' regularly attracts between 230 and 
260 rinks. This year it will be held February 19-24. 

Then, too, the branch is responsible for the district, the southern Alberta (and every other year the 
provincial) playoffs among the men (the Consols) and the schoolboys (Taylor, Pearson and Carson). 
And in the last 13 years it has staged three Canadian championships. The branch owns rocks which 
it loans to member clubs for bonspiels, it has a cash reserve with which it assists member clubs finan¬ 
cially. And this season it plans to donate two scholarships to worthy schoolboy curlers. And the branch 
is the voice of the curlers w'ith the Dominion Curling Association. 

The branch is strong because of its members. And the members benefit because of the strength 
of the branch. 


The Annual of the Branch 

For the second straight year, the branch is printing an annual — a publication designed to record 
the yearly activities of the branch and contain the many records which have been compiled over the 
years. It is designed, too, to offer new'S and events from all the districts. The conveners in each dis¬ 
trict are responsible for this flow' of information. 

The publication, one of the few prepared by curling groups, is possible because of the w'ork of the 
branch’s publicity and printing committee under the competent eye of chairman Norris Wood.

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The Grandest off Shows 


In retrospect, the 1961 Canadian curling 
championship must be considered as the frolic in 
which Hector Gervais couldn’t stand prosperity. 

After the seventh round, when Saskatchewan 
succumbed 7-6, Gervais had seemingly overcome 
the only hurdle between him and Alberta’s eighth 
tankard triumph. 

And when Saskatchewan (with Garnet Camp¬ 
bell making all the big decisions despite Jack Keys 
on the teehead) was beaten by the gritty, go-for- 
broke Prince Edward Islanders of Doug Cameron, 
then Gervais had the same kind of lock-up going 
for him that the Yankees had back in the late 30s. 

But until Tom Caldwell squirted his last rock 
wide on the 12th end of the final round, Gervais’ 
world was crumbling about him. 

He, too, on the ninth round, had been pistol- 
whipped by the Islanders — 11-7 — and the 
Ontario warriors gave him as dismal a three hours 
as curling can offer. 

On the centre sheet of ice in the Corral, 
Gervais had only to knock off Ontario for a clear 
win. It wasn’t a game. It was a study in frustra¬ 
tion. After eight ends, Caldwell had whipped his 
team into a 9-4 lead. It wasn’t that difficult, 
either, because Gervais’ rink -was playing in a 
fashion that made one suspect nothing more than 
a club championship was at stake. 

COMPETITIVE EDGE 

There were, of course, such circumstances as 
rocks which lost their turn. But there was no 
disputing the fact that the rink was curling badly. 
And this could be attributed to lack of skill 
(hardly plausible), an advanced case of the yips 
(much more likely), or the impossibility of main¬ 
taining a fine competitive edge for ten games. 

Two sheets away, Saskatchewan was thump¬ 
ing Manitoba and mentally preparing, itself for 
a playoff that evening. And who could blame 
them? Even Ontario, it seemed, could make a 
9-4 lead playing the ninth stand up. And Saskat¬ 
chewan’s desire for revenge took on a wholesome 
flavor. 

But the playoff (which would have been the 
first since Ernie Richardson squeezed past Herbie 
Olson in Quebec City in 1959) wasn’t to be. 
Saskatchewan did its share, sending Manitoba and 
John-David Lyon scuttling down to third place. 

Gervais, though, called on some inner re¬ 
serve of fortitude, beckoned to the patron saint 
of curling to at least give him an even break, and 
parlayed these to a couple of key, but probably 
inevitable, misses by Ontario’s Caldwell who pre¬ 
fers the spectacular to the routine. 

It was a 10-9 cliff-hanger, missed by thou¬ 


sands of fans who had estimated, most reasonably, 
that the final draw was a formality. 

There are thousands, of course, who’ll never 
be convinced that Gervais could have won the 
playoff. Gervais, himself, pays at least lip service 
to this reasoning. 

9-1 HELD UP 

But Gervais’ 9-1 record held up, as it has so 
often in Brier play. Still he couldn’t become the 
first skip since Matt Baldwin (back in 1957) to 
roll through the- classic undefeated. 

Winnipeg’s John-David Lyon nailed down 
third place for Manitoba, the best that might 
have been expected under the circumstances. As 
pleasant and skilled as this portly shotmaker is, 
he came into the Brier with a rink short of usual 
Manitoba standards. 

It might have been the year for a record 
third-place finish for Prince Edward Island. Doug 
Cameron came back with his rink intact from 
last year and set a course record for P.E.I. at least, 
knocking over both Alberta and Saskatchewan in 
the same year. 

But he let some other ones get away and 
when he lost 10-7 to Nova Scotia on the final 
draw, he missed the chance for a 7-3 finish which 
would have been good for a share of third and 
the Island’s best-ever showing. For example, Cam¬ 
eron missed a wide-open takeout on the extra end 
against Manitoba. Had he won that one, he 
would have been in heady company. 

There were, of course, the hatchmen who in¬ 
sisted that the calibre of curling was poorer than 
in many years. This can’t be dismissed lightly. 
There were many astonishingly large ends scored 
on the power rinks. New Brunswick, for example, 
manufactured a four-ender against Alberta. 

And it’s frightening to think of what Matt 
Baldwin (on hand, by the way, for every draw) 
would have done against the field. And Cliff 
Manahan, twice a winner in this sort of company, 
shook his head at times over the teehead strategy. 

But there was no faulting the production it¬ 
self. The reins of general chairman were handed 
to Irl England and he came up with possibly the 
grandest show ever. 

Calgary produced an actual attendance figure 
of 51,575 — the true turnstile figure. 

For the Alberta-Saskatchewan game, 8,124 
turned out. And for the three draws that day 
there were 18,002. 

And Gervais (with Ron Anton, Ray Werner 
and Wally Ursuliak) did join the Manahans, the 
Palmers, the Roses and the Baldwins — men who 
previously brought the Tankard to Alberta. The 
next few years will determine if he belongs with 
them.

It will be a long time before Calgary (comprising the two districts of 9 and 10) is able to duplicate 
the curling fever that gripped it during the last season. The reason was the return of the Canadian 
curling championships for the first time since 1948. 

It was the grandest show of them all (under chairman Irl England) and there were record crowds 
for the 11 draws in the Stampede Corral. Hec Gervais, of course, won but so narrowly that one rock 
was the reason a playoff didn’t come about. 

It was a week-long show that earned praise for the entire committee and the branch and the city. 
The event, too, made the branch more money than any other single venture. 


But there was other curling, too. The city playoffs were held at the Glencoe with two rinks from 
the Calgary Club capturing the city spots — Nick Lashuk, Arnold Brown, Don Jarret and Darryl Birnie; 
Ron Northcott, Don Bethune, Bill Levins and Gerry Seaman. 


For the Taylor, Pearson and Carson Southern Alberta playoffs the city’s standard was carried by Don 
Thonger, George Campbell, George Gordon and Don Ross. 

Then, too, the Big Four building at the Stampede Grounds added another 24 sheets of artificial ice, 
bringing the total to 48 and making it the largest curling palace in the world. 

Early this season Ernie Richardson and Hec Gervais brought their rinks to Calgary for a battle of 

champions, held in the Stampede Corral. 

The annual branch bonspiel moved into the Corral, too, for the finals — another first. The move 
proved popular and would have been repeated this time around but for previous Corral hockey com¬ 
mitments. 

Out at Elbow Valley, Ernie McPherson may have started a trend by putting in two sets of pipes 

in an effort to beat the swingy-ice problem. The lower set of pipes carries warm brine, the top the 

freezing element. 

But all in all, it was Brier year. And it might just never be duplicated.
